Ottawa Retaliates 


EVELOPMENTS in the foot and mouth 

disease outbreak have taken a nast\ 
turn this week, suggesting a campaign of 
retaliation by the Dominion government 
apainst those provinces ;which-are trying: to 
protect their own borders against the spread 
of the disease. The federal embargo against 
imports of livestock from the United States 
in a time of national emergency reeks of 
disregard for consumers in an effort to pro- 
tect the prairie cattle industry against loss 
of markets 

The industry has received a erippling 
blow, and may need assistance from the 
Dominion for Jong time to come, The 
public, however, is entitled to consideration 
as well. If British Columbia, which produces 
only 50 per cent of the cattle needed for its 
own market, is long denied access to supplies 
from the United States to tide the market 
over the period of crisis, anything could hap- 
pen to prices here. To safeguard themselves 
this province and Manitoba and Quebec have 
imposed their own bans on imports of live 
and dead meat from the prairies. Reports 
from Ottawa say that the primary purpose 


of the federal embargo on imports from the 
United States is to break the precautionary 
made by the provinces and 
n thetr borders to tive~ 
from the central 
region the prairie cattle in- 
dustry therefore is to haye precedence over 
public interest 

It may turn out that in closing the B.C, 
border Mr. Bowman used more caution than 
was absolutely necessary; but at this junce- 
ture who can judge?
